Brand wein's appointment, I do not believe your announcement at USIB 
needs to bs as carefully worded or as cogently argued as might other- 
wise have been the case. Brandwein as a person will be familiar 
to all at the table and will require no introduction as such. 1 would 
suggest you indicate that Reber's successor had to be carefully 
selected in view of the immense role SIGINT plays in the life of the 


community, the technical problems which face it In the immediate 
future and the resource limitations which are bound to be present. 

You might say that you and the Board will be needing the best possible 


advice on SIGINT plans and programs and that the Committee will be 
the first place you will be looking for such advice; the corollary to 
this will be the requirements tasking which the Committee will continue 
to levy, particularly on NSA and NRO, and which will need to be done 
in a realistic resource context. Not the least of these will be our over- 
all and continuing preoccupation with SIGINT satellite planning and 
programming. Ail of this, you might say, will require aggressive 
SIGINT Committee leadership, under an experienced hand, talents you 
believe Brandwein has already demonstrated to the community. 

Finally, you might say that Brandwein will be spending a lot of time 
at NSA and NRO, among others, as he gets into his SIGINT shoes.
